‘CHINA CUSTOMS. 


DECREASED COLLECTION 
IN 1927. 


; "TONNAGE DUES, 


Following is the annual atate- 
Ment issued: by the Chinese Mari- 
time Customs rogarding the total 
revenue collection for the whole of 
China for the year 1927: 

The. total Maritime Customs re- 
venue collection in 1927, exclusive 
of the amount collected as surtax 
for famine relief, was Hk. Tis.’ 
68,735,128. This figure represents 
a decrease of Hk. Tis, 9,987,149 
when compared with the 1926 col- 
lection and is below the figure for 
1925 by over .1 million Haikwan 
taela, In other words, the debacle 
which had been” feared for some 
yeara,''on account of the general 
Rolitical upheaval in China, came 
true in the year under review, and 
merchants, farmers, and‘ indua- 
trials were overcome by the force 
of so many obstacles Adverse to 
trade. 

The total amount collected aiKaee 
import duty was Hk. Tis, 84;803,- 
322, which, when compared with 


‘{the amount collected in the ,preced- 


ing year, means a decrease of Hk. 


‘| Tis. 7,951,705, and when It js re- 


membered that the: .fall in silver 
exchange must have enhanced the 
Haikwan tael value of goods on 
which ad valorem duty is collect- 
ed, it is not difficult to realise that 
the decrease would have been still 
greater had exchange been more 
favourable to silver. 

A total of Hk. 26,461, 617 was 
collected on exports, ‘Again a de- 
crease is to be registered, although 
not so serious, ‘as the 1927. figure 
falls short of that for 1926 by 
Hk. Tis. 802,170. The export 
trade, in’fact, was decidedly more 
active, being somewhat encourag- 
ed by good harvests, favourable 
markets, and by the necessity to 
dispose of the exports in order to 
finance the imports. The tonnage 
dues collection presents no very 
remarkable variations. ‘Neverthe- 
less, the amount collected was 
smaller than in the preceding year; 
Hk, Tis, 2,748,776 representing the 
total amount for 1927,:as against 
Hk. Tls. 2,898,610 in 1926, a de- 
crease of some H.K. Ts. 150,000, 

It is interesting to note, how- 
ever, that'!tonnage dues collected 
on’ vessels under foreign flags re- 
ceded from Hk, Tis, 2,588,894 in 
1926 to Hk. Tls. 2,401,784 in 1927, 
while those - collected on vessels 
under the Chinese flag advanced 
from Hk, Tis. 309,716 to Hk, Ts, 
347,042. | This increase, although 
slight, is surprising when one con- 
sidera all the difficulties the Chin- 
ese mercantile marine had to con- 
tend with during the past year.:

There 
wero four pirates, all, armed with 
rifles. On boarding the junk, the 
pirates threw the fokl overboard, 
and then sailed the junk to Samtso, 
an island to the West of Macao.

London and Ottawa on behalf of 
the Tuscaroras, declaring their 
independence and demanding the 
immediate withdrawal. of ' the 
Canadian Police from the reserve;

vasion, with violence and acts of 
war: and breach of solemn treaty 
rights, 

London and‘ Ottawa will be

THE: SLOW GOLFER. 


LOOKING FOR THE MAJOR © 
DIFFICULTIES, . - 


DANGER OF, CAUTION... 


{By Fred Robson.] 


During the amateur champion- 
ship, there were many complaints 
about the slowness of the players. 
Some men I am told, were taking 
as long as three hours for the 
round, and that to me suggests 
that there was a good: deal of 
time wasted, not deliberately, of 
course, but owing to. excessive 
caution, or. care. I wonder if it 
were ‘worth while. 

The pace at which the golfer 
plays is, I think, governed by his 
temperament, You have George 
Duneon, “a streak of lightning,” 
‘as I have heard him described, 
and ‘it is true that he plays. at a 
speed that is all too fast for most 
of us, But Duncan has admitted 

_ that he cannot slow down, or at 
any event that he is not comfort- 
able when he makes the attempt. 

‘ His, quick thinking mind is al- 
ways urging him on, and to make 
the correct physical response he 
must act: promptly. 

On the other hand there are 
those who may be described as 

‘ slow; that is the player who, ‘as 
soon‘as he arrives on the green, 
begins to walk about with slow 
and measured stride tramping up 
and down studying the line from 
both ends, It is tedious to watch 
him standing, while all ‘the time 
you ure waiting your turn to putt, 
But be careful or you will become 
irritated and upset. 

Slowing down. may, of course, 

» bea matter of tactics. It is often 
tried and with success and I am 
told that one ofthe big surprises 
at Prestwick was brought about 
entirely because a competitor was 
hopelessly rattled because of his 
opponent's dilatory play!” 

SUITABLE PACE. 

But, as I have said, each golfer 

has his own pace at which it is 
most suitable for him to proceed 
and if he alters it one way or the 
other he is liable to suffer, Golf 
is' not exceptional in this respect. 
Can you imagine J. W, Hearne, so 
‘correct and polished in style, lash- 
ing out at the bowling ‘in cricket 
in the fashion of:a Jessop. I am | 
sure that if he attempted to score 
‘his runs at the pace set by the 
old Gloucestershire amateur, he 
would lose his wicket quickly. 

And so it is with the golfer. 

Unléss he takes sufficient time in 
which ‘to take up his stance and 
attune his mind properly, to the 
making of the stroke, it is bound. 
to go wrong. 
' It is on the greens during the 
eritical operation of putting that 
most time is wasted. It is then 
that the nervous tension is’ most 
acute and players claim time in 
which to pull themselves together 
-before settling down to the task 

' of getting the ball into the hole, 
On such occasions you see men 
‘looking at the line from both 

» ends when at ordinary, times they 
are content with a glance from |. 
behind the ball. 

Jam afraid that the extra care 
which seems to be taken in these 
instances docs not always serve 
a very good purpose, Indeed, 
there. is a danger that they may 
not see anything at all. It is often 

~ for the same reason that so much 

“gardening” is done.

How often during the Jast few 
years has one heard the observa- 
tion at some athletic meeting. of 
major importance—“Another re- 
cord gone!’

It is really amazing how’ records 
continue’ to ‘be improved, upon 
year: after year—not only our 
own national. records, but world|° 
records too. Every season seems 
to bring a phenomenal perform- 
ance in some particular event. 

As one looks through the exist- 
ing list of international records it 
seems almost: impossible: that 
they’ can be bettered and yet I 
feel it is-one of the safest of pro- 
phecies to predict,'in this Olympic

UNHEARD OF SPEEDS. 

Fritz Opel's rocket’ car has 
become the international topic. 
Everyone of the -spectators 
witnessing the first trial run in 
public on May 28 on the Avus in 
Berlin was moved to the depth of 
the heart not only by the uproar 
of the explosions, the columns 
of fire and the burning hot smoke 
but by the dark perception that 
here something decisive in the 
life of peoples was coming: into 
existence: multiplication of speed 
within space. 2% 


It is concentrated driving 

power known since long to'be con- 
tained ‘in solid explosive material; 
and brought by chemical science 
into a safe shape, that has here 
replaced: the usual engine, and 
thrown the motor with | all its 
drawbacks and intricacies to the 
tubbish heap. For, in fact, the 
rocket car has no engine. It is 
solely moved by the recoils of the 
explosions, . : 
. This recoil is of the same kind 
ag it will be experienced by any- 
body firing a rifte without press- 
ing the butt firmly to his should- 
er. In order to underatand the 
effect it will be necessary for the 
layman to picture to himself the 
following process: 

20 grammes of picric acid 
placed on an iron rail fixed to a 
permanent way and brought to 
explosion by means of electric 
initial ignition through the ful- 
minating mercury of a copper per- 
cussion head will .tear the iron 
rail and make a hole in the ground 
underneath. ‘The very obvious 
question arises why the explosive 
gases are tearing the rail and the 
ground underneath it instead of 
making an easy escape into the 
wide elastic atmosphere.. .Heré 
lies the essential point of. the 
whole problem of recoil: effects, 
The process which we call explo- 
sion takes place so very rapidly 
that the elastic layers of air have 
no time to get out of the ‘way.. 
All they do under the ‘pressure of 
the gases is to contract elastical- 
ly in a similar’ way as an india. 
rubber wall would do. The re- 
coiling gases-are thus forced to 
tear up the ground. In exactly 
the same way act the rocket gases 
which after ignition within the 
tubes recoil upon the back of the 
car, and ‘drive the vehicle for- 
ward, . te

There is no doubt that ex- 
plosive materials are the most ex- 
pensive driving power in exist. 
ence. ‘We know, however, that 
Sander and Opel have of late suc- 
ceeded to increase. the actual 
efficiency of the employed rockets 
to a considerable extent. “For the 
time being, at any, rate, it is the 
secret of the inventors at ‘what 
time ‘the rocket; or ‘its composi- 
tion , as driving power in traffic 
technics respectively, will be
